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The instant application has been examined. Claims 10-14, renumbered 1-5, are 
allowed. 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
invention is deemed unobvious over the cited art of record because such art does not 
teach or reasonably suggest the overall aspects of a a fiberboard comprising natural 
fiber and polylactic acid resin mixed in said natural fiber as a binber, said fiberboard 1) 
having a density of 0.2 g/cm cube or more, 2) comprising an initial bending strength of 
30 Mpa or more, said bending strength being calculated in accordance with the 
following expression, bending strength(Mpa) = 3PL/2Wt squared, where p is the 
maximum bending load(N) to a test piece, L is the difference between fulcrums(mm) of 
the test piece, W is the width of the test piece(mm) and t is the thickness of the test 
piece(mm) in combination with 3) retaining 20% or more of said initial bending strength 
after subjecting said fiberboard to a high temperature of 50 deg C and a high humidity of 
95 %RH for 1200 hours.
